and proper saving of seed com is one oC 
tlieviost important items torsi good com 
crop, and yet is the most neglected. 
Every farmer can easily savo Ills seed at 
the proper time and in the proper man- 
ner, •with little labor, and so that every 
kernel will grow strong and mature 
early. 


If you want to raise and sell a Ho. 1 


corn, you must have a pure yellow or 
pnrewhite. Select some good,large-car- 
ed variety, -with small red cob. As soor 
as the husks turn brown, go through and 
pick off the earliest and best ears with 
straight rows well filled fit both ends, 
Strip off the husks, tie two ears together 
and hang thorn on wires, poles, oi1 limbs 
of tiees, either in the open air or in the 
bbade. Xever leave the corn in luista 
until it heats, or it is spoiled. Strip anc 
haiis at once, so that sill sides will drj 
alike. If placed on a door, the sido nox 
the floor will spoil, it should han; on a 
wire fence, iu an open shed,or in any 
airy place not exposed to gns from urn 
uure piles, slablos, hay or grain. Oat 
will not hurt IK If hung in a rpon 
where it can be smoked with coalsnibkc 
it cures well, and the smoke will pi oven 
siitiirrels or worms from eating it wlioi 
planted. Seed thus saved and card 
for. will mature a crop some days earllo 
tb:m otherwise, and will grow muel 
stronger. IE all would savo seed rlghtl 
eveiy year, there would not bo so mucl 
tio-.iWe about poor seed. Seed savo 
thus is sure to grow, even after man 
d.i\ < of cold and wet.

It 
true there is less sap in a tree after It lu 
been growing rapidly, tlio leaves evup 
rating in some degree the water lu .tl 
sap-vessels, and tho wood is consefjnon 
ly dijer than in spring lieCoio thoro 
any outlet for the surcharged vesse 
through tho leaves. But this is not tl 
reason the summer-cut timber Is'mo 
durable; it is simply from the rapid dr 
ing. 


Owners, therefore, who have timber 


cut, may obtain a supply of more dura- 
ble quality by cutting down and cutting 
upnow,instead of next winter.—Country 
Gentleman.

ions and six gicen poppers. Strew over 
them one cup of salt, and let them re- 
main over night. Drain off tho water 
and add one cup of sugar, ono cup of grat- 
ed horseradish, two tivblespoontiils of 
cinnamon, ono of cloves and one of 
allspice. Put in a porcelain kettle, and 
cover with vinegar. Cook until tendei. 


TOMATO CATSUP.—Boil half a bus'liel 


of perfectly ripe tomatoes until very soft, 
Squeeze them through a line wiro siovo; 
add one quart of vinegar, one-half pint 
of salt, two tablespoonfuls of cloves, four 
of allspice, ono of cuyenno pepper, mid 
two of black pepper. Boil three hours. 
Bottle without straining. 


CIJCUOTER PICKLE.—Make a brine 


by putting ono pint ot com so salt into a 
gallon of boiling water. Pour 11 over a 
sufficient quantity of small cucumbers to 
just cover thorn. Cover Iho vessol light 
to keep in the steam, and let them re- 
main thirty-six hours. Thau rinse and 
wipe them dry, and lay them In a jar. 
Scatter cloves and a few p'oils of poppet 
among them with boiling hot vinegar. 
A small luiupof alum to each gallon will 
make the pickle firm. 


In making pickles, never use vessels cf 


brass, copper or tin, as the action of the 
acul on such metals of ton' results in pois- 
oning the pickle. Either a porcelain or 
granite iron kettle is l,ho best for suc-li a 
purpose.

of vinegar is used. "Home-made vlnogiir 
is by far the best, as the bought article Is 
often very impure, mid will not retain its

All green vegetables should bo phteed 


in a strung brine two or three days be- 
fore being put into the vinegar. Tho 
salt extracts tho watery.iluids in.thp yog-;
